THE MEASUREMENT OF POPULATION. 


The population of Australia has been counted systematically every 10 years since 
1881, but owing to financial stringency the census which ordinarily would have been 
taken in 1931 has been postponed indefinitely. The last census was made on the 4th April, 
1921. 


At the census, the numbering is carried down to the smallest divisions, and full 
information as to age, occupation, nationality, &c., is collected. Between censuses the 
only official counting is for whole States, and information as to age, &c., is necessarily 
incomplete. The inter-censal estimates are made by keeping count of the births and 
deaths in each State, and of arrivals and departures to and from each State. These 
es are made by the Commonwealth Statistician for the last day of every quar- 
er. 


There are, no doubt, errors in the census, but they may be taken as negligible. This 
is not the case with the inter-censal estimates. The counting of births and deaths is very 
accurate, but it has been found impossible to get an exact record of migration. Move- 
ment across land frontiers of States presents obvious difficulties in counting, but experi- 
ence has shown that the estimates of Tasmanian population are even more liable to error 
than in the case of mainland States. There is, in general, a considerable number of 
unrecorded departures, so that any State which is losing population by migration tends 
to have its population overestimated. 


When a census is made, the error in the previous estimates is shown. For the next 
intercensal period it is assumed that the previous error is going on, and a correction is 
made to the quarterly estimate by making an allowance, where necessary, for unrecorded 
departures based on the experience of the preceding intercensal period. For Tasmania 
this amounts to an addition quarterly of 65 males and 25 females to the recorded inter- 
state departures, and of 1 per cent. to male recorded departures oversea, and 44 per cent. 
to the female recorded departures oversea. 


From the persistent efforts made to obtain greater accuracy in migration records, 
it might be expected that this allowance would be more than would be required at 
present. On the other hand, the unprecedented drain on Tasmanian population during 
the recent years might be expected to require a still larger allowance. On the whole it 
is probable that the official estimates are very close to the actual facts with a slight 
<p that the population of Tasmania is being, to a very small degree, over- 
estimated. 


For any division smaller than States it is impossible to give any trustworthy esti- 
mate between censuses. Where growth has been, on a general impression, steady since 
1911, a fair estimate may be made, based on past experience, and the last quarterly esti- 
mate for the whole State. But war broke all continuity in the last decade, and the later 
abnormal migration from Tasmania makes any such calculation of little value for any 
town, municipality, or other division of this State. Under these circumstances, the best 
source of information is the electoral roll, and the number of electors enrolled, combined 
with the quarterly estimates for the State, offers a basis for rough estimates of inter- 
censal populations of parts of this State. This is the basis of all such estimates printed in 
the following pages. .

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VITAL STATISTICS. 
TASMANIA, 1930. 


In the following tables births which have occurred in Tasmania since 1920 have 
been allocated to the districts where the parents were usually resident, and deaths have 
been referred to the districts which included the usual residence of the deceased. The 
district rates are consequently true measures of the matters presented, except in so far 
as a district contains a hospital or infirmary where the inmates are domiciled for 
extended periods. Prior to 1920 it was customary to record births, deaths, and marriages 
as pertaining to the district in which the event occurred. The district rates for these 
earlier years, however, have been adjusted as far as practicable so as to be reasonably 
comparable with the later results. 

Notse.—Figures in parenthesis refer to year 1929, except where otherwise indicated. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION, 1930. 


The increase to the population of Tasmania during 1930 is estimated at 1578 
(2502) persons, of whom 895 (1102) were males and 683 (1400) were females. The 
particulars of natural increase and net migration are set out below :—

Births. 
The number of births during 1930 was 4785, or 12 less than in 1929. 


The birth rate per 1000 persons living was 22-10 for the year 1980, which was prac- 
tically as low as it has ever been, and compares with an average rate of 24-83 per 1000 
for the decade 1920-29. The average rate for the three years 1919-21—ten years ago— 
was 26-73 per 1000. 


The results for the geographical divisions of the State, for the two years, show 
only such differences as might be due to the vagaries of small numbers. Among these 
differences are the compensating movements in the figures for Hobart, city, and suburbs 
respectively. During the past four years the numbers of births in the city of Hobart 
have risen and fallen in alternate years, while in the suburbs they have risen and fallen 
in other alternate years, with the result that for the Metropolitan District the results 
have been fairly stable. 


The following table gives a comparison between the town and country rates over 
an extended period, and shows the decline of the birth rate which has been a general 
experience for many years past:—

DEATHS. 


During 1930 there were 1948 (2176) deaths registered, which is the lowest number 
recorded since 1926. The improvement was chiefly in the rural districts—1105 (910)— 
where there were 195 deaths fewer than in the previous year. In the urban area also 
there was a small net decrease of 33 deaths. The death rate per 1000 persons for Tas- 
mania, 9:00 (10-18) was most favourable, showing a decline of 118 deaths per 100,000 
of population, and is the lowest recorded for Tasmania. 
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The death rate for urban districts wag 11-1 (11:6), the greatest decline being in 
Devonport where the rate was 6-9 (10-2). Rural districts showed the remarkably low 
rate of 7-4 (9:1) per 1000 persons. This rate is the lowest on record for rural dis- 
tricts in Tasmania. 

The urban death rate is adversely affected by the inclusion of deaths in the New 
Town Infirmary and the Consumptive Sanatorium, which properly should be distri- 
buted over the State. The rate for the Southern Rural Division is similarly affected 
by the location of the Mental Diseases Hospital within that Division.

The year 1929 had an abnormally heavy death roll, and consequently there is little 
gratification in using that year in comparison with the more favourable results for 
1930. A more valid comparison is obtained by taking, as the base, the results for 
the previous decade. During the decade 1920-29 the average number of deaths each 
year was 2074, or 9:75 per 1000 persons living, whereas, during 1930 the number of 
deaths per year was reduced to 1948—a rate of 9-00 per 1000. The improvement was 
almost general throughout all causes of death, the exceptions being cancer 206 (185), 
cerebal hemorrhage 103 (97), heart disease (organic) 300 (278), other diseases of the 
circulatory system 59 (38), and external causes 138 (119). Favourable results were 
most noticeable in the following causes :—Typhoid 2 (12), influenza 5 (23), tuber- 
culosis 129 (145), bronchitis 25 (39), pneumonia and broncho-pneumonia 138 (169), 
diarrhea, and enteritis 30 (66), Bright’s disease 52 (65). 


INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


of births subject to the risk of death the rate per 1000 was 50-6 in 1930, against the 
best rate of 46:5 per 1000 in 1926. The average rate for the ten years 1920-29 
was 58°6 per 1000. In comparison with the average deaths during the decade 1920-29 
the most noticeable changes were in the following causes :—Broncho-pneumonia 4 
(16), pneumonia 12 (21), diarrhea and enteritis 23 (42), whooping cough 3 (9). 

The death rate of children under 1 month—usually considered to be due to pre- 
natal causes—was rather higher than the recent average, while the rate from pre- 
ventable causes—over one, but under 12 months—was considerably below the recent 
average.

During 1930 there were 155 (127) still-births registered, representing 3-1 (2-6) 
per cent. of all births, compared with a decennial average (1920-29) of 3-0 per 
cent. Still-births and infant deaths under one month of age equalled 66 (59) per 
1000 live-births, compared with 17 (21) infant deaths per 1000 live-births from “ pre- 
ventable ’’ causes.

let fever was prevalent with 486 (314) cases, the most since 1923.

MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered during 1930 was 1450, against 1712 in 1929 
and 1499 in 1928. The marriage rate per 1000 persons, which had been increasing from 
6°79 in 1926 to 6-82 in 1927, 7:07 in 1928, and 8.02 in 1929, declined in 19380 to 6-71, 
which is the lowest since 1918, when the rate was 5:71.

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METEOROLOGY. 
SYNOPSIS OF THE WEATHER OVER TASMANIA DURING THE YEAR, 1930. 


The rainfall for 1930 was over-average in most of the north and north-west, but 
under-average elsewhere. The excess amounted to a little over 20 per cent. of the 
average at a few stations in the north. The greatest deficiences were in the Huon 
and lower Channel districts, and at a few other isolated southern and eastern 
stations, and amounted to from 20 to over 30 per cent. of the average. Totals were 
the lowest for over 20 years at a few southern stations. Mean temperatures were 
about 4 degree above the average for the State as a whole. 


The first six months of the year were exceptionally dry, particularly in January 
over the north-eastern half of the State, and in June in the north-west and northern 
midlands and parts of the Derwent Valley. The monthly totals in these districts were 
less than $-inch, and at some stations the lowest on record for these months. Totals 
for January to June, inclusive, were the lowest recorded since 1913 at some northern 
stations, and for over 40 years in parts of the west. The northern half of the State 
received good soaking rains in July and August, and the rainfall in the spring was 
satisfactory, though some anxiety was experienced in parts of the midlands in October. 
In July and November almost the whole of the State received over-average totals, and 
August was the wettest since 1913 or 1916 in parts of the north, and for a much 
longer period at a few stations. 


Temperatures this year were very mild. Monthly means for July and October 
were two or three degrees above the average, the former being the highest on record 
for July at several northern and southern stations, and the latter the highest since 
1903 in parts of the west and south-east. The February, March, and May means 
were about one degree above the average, but those for January were one or two 
degrees below. Remarkably little snow fell on the highlands, and only in September 
did it remain on the ground for more than a few days. Frosts oceurred at times 
during the winter and spring, but it was only in the last week of June that they were 
very severe. 


Most eastern districts received good rains in February, which prepared the ground 
for ploughing, gave autumn feed a start, and put out bushfires, which were rather 
prevalent. The fine weather of the summer and autumn was favourable for harvest- 
ing, and the moisture received was sufficient for seasonal requirements, timely rains 
more than once saving the early sown crops and winter feed for stock. Water-sup- 
plies, however, fell very low in June. The mild winter was favourable for an almost 
continuous growth, but excessive rain in the early spring had an adverse effect on crops 
in badly-drained parts of the north and north-west. The dry weather of the spring in 
parts of the midlands and south gave crops a setback in these districts, but good rains 
in November and December, though late for some early cereals, had a_ highly bene- 
ficial effect on late varieties and generally on pastures, fruit crops, &c. The setting of 
many varieties of fruit was light this year, owing to unsettled weather and one or two 
frosts in the blossoming period. On the whole weather conditions though capricious 
were favourable for moderately good returns in primary industries. 


Mean air pressure was above normal for each month, with the exception of July 
to September and November, when it was slightly below. The mean for March was 
the highest on record for this month in the north and the highest since 1864 in the 
south. The June mean was the highest on record for June in the north and south. 
The mean for May was also exceptionally high (about -2” above normal). The main 
characteristics of pressure variations and associated weather were as follow :— 


In January and February depressions were of a combined Southern Ocean-monsoonal 
type. The Southern Ocean components developed moderate intensity in the first and 
third weeks of January, causing rough westerly to south-westerly weather, and most of the 
month’s rain. Some minor damage was caused by high winds on the 19th, and the 
highest wind velocity (62 miles per hour) at Hobart for the year and for January 
since 1913 was recorded in a squall on this date. Cool temperatures accompanied 
low pressure activity in the Southern Ocean region from the 10th-20th and towards 
the end of January. The February rainfall was mainly associated with a monsoonal 
cyclone, which passed from South Australia to the Southern Ocean on the 21st-22nd, 
developing considerable intensity, from which rough south-westerly weather resulted. 
Other depressions particularly in February were accompanied chiefly by heat, and 
temperatures of from 85 degrees to over 90 degrees occurred on several occasions. 
The movement of pressure systems, particularly of depressions, was very rapid between 
the middle of January and the middle of February. 
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Anticyclones developed considerable intensity in March, and their movement was 
slow, and at time retrograde. Depressions were of a Southern Ocean type, and were 
few and of little intensity, in most cases developing a little to the south-west of the 
State. The best rain of the month in most districts occurred with a slight cyclonic 
development over eastern Bass Strait on the 12th-13th. Temperature fluctuations 
were moderate, but in the closing days of the month a warm spell was experienced, 
readings of over 80 degrees being recorded at several stations. 


A period of ten days cold weather followed in April, and this was the most marked 
fall in temperature during the autumn. Depressions of increasing intensity on the 1st 
and 24th April, and 9th-12th May brought some good rains and some rough southerly 
weather, but with these exceptions depressions were weak and intense, slowly moving 
anticyclones predominated until the end of June. The highest barometer readings 
of the year occurred on the 4th May and 12th June, when intense anticyclonic nuclei 
built up over this State (Hobart 30-659” and 30-637” respectively). Slight low pres- 
sure activity to the southward during the last week of May resulted in an unusual 
surging of pressure. Heavy rain fell in the north-east on June 3rd-4th in connection 
with a deep cyclonic depression off the coast of New South Wales. Some frosts 
occurred in the first week of April, first and third weeks of May, and during the 
greater part of June. Temperatures of below 25 degrees occurred at several stations, 
chiefly on the highlands and in the midlands in the last week of June. 


The Southern Ocean type of depression continued during July, August, and Sep- 
tember, and developed considerable intensity over the Bight and south-eastern States 
at intervals of about a fortnight. Moderate to heavy rains resulted, particularly over 
the northern half of the State. Rather rough to rough north-westerly to south-westerly 
and southerly weather was also experienced for several days on these occasions, and 
some snow fell on the highlands. Moderate floodings of northern rivers occurred at 
times in July. The first of these was due to a heavy easterly rain associated with a 
cyclonic depression off the New South Wales coast on 6th July. The lowest barometer 
readings of the year occurred on the 9th September (Hobart, 28-965”). Nuclei of anti- 
cyclones of varying intensity in most cases passed over New South Wales, and pro- 
duced only a temporary improvement in the prevailing unsettled conditions. Well- 
developed “highs,” however, followed a more southern path towards the ends of July 
and August, and in each case about a week of fine weather resulted, with some frosts. 
Conditions were more unsettled in September, but the rains were lighter, except during 
the second week. There was a marked absence of cold weather until September, when 
southerly winds brought a considerable fall in temperature on two or three occasions. 
The rate of movement of pressure systems was about normal, but depressions travelled 
rather rapidly at times. sacar ae 


In October depressions of a combined Southern Ocean-monsoonal type appeared 
again, but the Southern Ocean components were weak until the end of the month. 
Good rains were associated with a cyclonic development over Victoria on the 11th- 
12th, and a depression of increasing intensity on the 29th. Anticyclones were of 
moderate intensity, and their nuclei in most cases passed over Victoria and Tasmania. 
Temperature fluctuations were moderate, but there were two or three periods of mild 
to warm weather. Some damage was done by frost to fruit and potatoes in parts 
of the north on the 22nd and 24th. il ve OSC te I Se stapes oe ot RS te wel 

Pressure fluctuations were rapid during the early part of November as a result 
of a high rate of movement of depressions and anticyclones. Southern Ocean depres- 
sions developed considerable intensity at times, and rough unsettled westerly to south- 
westerly weather resulted with some moderate rains. A “red rain” occurred in parts 
of the north on the 4th. Shipping was subject to some delay in Bass Strait on the 13th, 
and some slight damage was done by high winds on the west coast. A moderate fall 
of snow occurred on the highlands at this time. Further good rains accompanied a 
cyclonic development over Bass Strait on the 24th, and a slight depression on the 27th. 
After the 18th well-developed anticyclones, which had been passing to the northward, 
followed a more southern path and some fine weather was experienced. Frosts on the 
night of the 19th did some damage to tender crops, fruits, &c., particularly in the 
Derwent Valley. Ra tect EE Oe remenemnzn, 

Mean pressure for December was about one-tenth of an inch above normal as a 
result of a succession of well-developed anticyclones in the first 16 days and last 
week, and an absence of Southern Ocean low-pressure activity, except between the 17th 
and 26th. Heavy rains resulted from monsoonal activity over the south-eastern States 
on the 6th-7th and 17th, and moderate falls from the development of a deep Southern 
Ocean depression on the 24th-25th, and rough westerly to southerly weather with a 
considerable fall in temperature occurred during the Christmas holidays. Tempera- 
tures were on the whole cool, with a few warm days, which brought the means up to 
normal. The month’s rainfall was over-average, and in the north most. stations 
received from two to three times the normal, which, in some instances, was the most 
recorded in December since 1916.

The highest maximum temperature was 93-5 degrees on the 9th January, and the 
lowest minimum 31:6 degrees on the 25th June. The highest maximum tempera- 
ture on record is 105:2 degrees on the 30th December, 1897, and the lowest minimum 
on record, 27:0 degrees, on the 18th July, 1866.

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TASMANIAN TRADE. 
Twelve Months ending 30th June, 1931. 
(Figures in parentheses are those for the corresponding periods of 1929-30.) 


The figures given in the following tables represent the values as recorded from the 
documents presented by importers and exporters respectively. In connection with the 
oversea trade, however, some modification of either import or export values must be made, 
in accordance with the rates of foreign exchange throughout the year, before the figures 
are properly comparable. During the year the Australian rates of exchange on London 
increased from 6°5 per cent., in July, 1930, to 30-5 per cent. in February, 1931, repre- 
senting an average of about 18-8 per cent. on the Tasmanian exports during the year. 
The value of Tasmanian oversea exports, which, on the basis of local values, were 
recorded at £2,106,789, must be reduced to £1,773,000, to indicate their value in 
exchange against imports. 


Imports for the year 1930-31 were valued at £7,229,666 (£9,848,102), a decrease of 
£2,618,436, or 26:6 per cent. Of this total, direct oversea imports accounted for 
£790,817 (£1,834,530), representing 10-9 (18-6) per cent. of total imports, while interstate 
imports accounted for £6,438,849 (£8,013,572), or 89-1 (81:4) per cent. of the total. 


Exports for the year were valued at £6,983,956 (£9,088,014), showing a decrease 
of .£2,104,058, or 23-2 per cent. Direct oversea exports, at £2,106,789 (£2,488,575), 
decreased by 15:3 per cent., and were equivalent to 30-2 (27:4) per cent. of total exports. 


Compared with the average for the previous five years, the total trade declined by 
£4,472,000, or 23-9 per cent.; imports falling by £2,064,000, or 22-2 per cent., and exports 
by £2,408,000, or 25-6 per cent.

It may be noticed that the import figures given above differ from those published 
in earlier reports. In those earlier reports it had been supposed that some modifica- 
tion of the import figures recorded during recent years was necessary to make them 
comparable with years prior to 1909, when the “ bookkeeping ’”’ provisions of the Con- 
stitution were in operation. As the earlier figures are not now of the same import- 
ance they have been excluded, so that for the recent and current years all figures may 
be restricted to the actual trading value of the goods imported. In view of the many 
“invisible’’ factors involved in international exchanges, a precise statement of the 
“balance of payments” as at any particular time for any country is a matter of great 
difficulty, and the case of Tasmania in this regard is not less difficult than that of 
most other countries. In Tasmania a more than ordinary amount of the activity of 
the community is devoted to providing for mainland tourists, a service which has the 
same effect on the trade balance as an export of goods, though no entry appears in 
the trade statistics on its account. On the other hand, there are services such as ship- 
ping, banking, &c., which enter into the equation, but which cannot be valued with even 
a reasonable degree of accuracy. 


The figures submitted, therefore, are those arising from the visible interchange of 
commodities to which definite values can be given. 


Subject to these limitations, therefore, there was a large balance of imports over 
exports in 1922-23 and 1923-24. This corresponds with large governmental borrow- 
ings on Loan Account outside Tasmania and the investment of external capital in local 
industrial enterprises. From 1924-25 to 1928-29, exports exceeded imports in every 
instance, the surplus in the latter year reaching the very high figure of £528,000. 
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6 TRADE AND SHIPPING: TASMANIA, 1930-31. 


In 1929-30 the balance was again largely in favour of imports, the excess amount- 
ing to £760,000, notwithstanding an unusual export of £426,000 of gold in connection 
with the Australian exchange difficulty. Similarly, for the year under review, imports 
were in excess by £246,000, but, as previously noted, this figure needs adjusting in view 
of the considerable augmentation in value of the oversea section of our exports, owing 
to the depreciation of Australian currency. A rough calculation, based on the average 
rate of exchange operating throughout the year, would increase the balance in favour 
of imports to £580,000. 


The figures shown in the following tables include goods transferred to mainland 
ports for transhipment to oversea countries, and, similarly, interstate imports include 
goods from oversea countries received through the mainland states. 


Reflecting the difficult trading conditions and the severity of the existing depression, 
the total value of trade during 1930-31 was the smallest recorded since the reintroduc- 
tion of the compilation of interstate trade statistics in 1922-23, being nearly £3,000,000 
less than that in 1925-26, the previous lowest figure of the period. 


The proportion of Tasmanian trade done through, or with, other States of the Com- 
monwealth was 89-1 per cent. for imports and 69:8 per cent. for exports. 


Consistent with the heavy decline in the total trade returns, all the ports reported 
reduced trade during the year, with the exception of Strahan, where the figures increased 
by £75,000, to £802,693. The value of trade for Hobart, including its subports on the 
Huon River and elsewhere, amounted to £7,456,285, which represented more than half 
the trade of the State. Contributions to the total trade made by the various ports during 
the last two years, expressed as percentages, were as follows:—Hobart, 52-5 (49-5) ; 
Launceston, 28 (31); Burnie, 6 (7); Devonport, 5 (5); and Strahan 5 (4). 


CHARACTER OF TRADE. 
IMPORTS. 


The principal classes of imports were:—Food and drink (except alcoholic), 
£1,441,000 (£1,887,000) ; clothing and textiles, £1,203,000 (£1,802,000); metals and 
machinery, including vehicles, £1,191,000 (£2,150,000) ; stones and minerals, £933,000 
(£894,000) ; oils and paints, £444,000 (£362 000) ; and tobacco, £341,000 (£362,000). 


The items set out hereunder are mainly responsible for the variations in 1930-31, as 
compared with 1929-30 :— 


Increases.—Petroleum, £117,500; ores, £57,900; coke, £21,400; personal and house- 
hold effects, £11,800; railway and tramway vehicles, £6900; copper, £6400; 
mining machinery, £3400; and electrical machinery and appliances, £2500. 


Decreases.—Motor-cars, £312,600; textiles, drapery unspecified, £198,000; piece 
goods, £135,100; motor-chassis and parts, £118,800; sugar, £106,800; 
machinery, other, £102,600; other food and foodstuffs, £87,000; manufac- 
tured metals, n.e.i., £81,300; wool, £81,100; boots and shoes, £71,000; wheat, 
£60,800; wines and spirits, £51,900; paper. and stationery, £51,400; tyres and 
tubes, £50,100; bags and sacks, £45,200: motive-power machinery, £42,200;

The most notable decrease in imports was in motor-cars and other accessories of the 
motor industry. Eliminating the tourist traffic, by deducting export figures, the net 
importation of motor-cars declined £271,000 during 1930-31.

Heavy reductions occurred in all items of the motor trade. The declared value of 
petrol imports shows a considerable advance, but the actual quantities imported were 
some 886,000 gallons less than in 1929-30. The higher valuation in 1930-31 was due to 
the inclusion of customs duty and handling charges on large quantities imported from 
the mainland States after refinement there; whereas formerly the bulk of the imports 
ane direct from overseas, and the values shown were those on which duty was pay- 
able. 


The class showing the largest decline was Class XII., Metals, Metal Manufactures 
and Machinery, including Vehicles, followed by Apparel and Textiles, and then Food 
and Foodstuffs. Imports of the latter decreased by £436,000, largely on account of 
reduced shipments of sugar, wheat, and confectionery. 


EXPORTS. 


Exports for the year ended 30th June, 1931, were valued at £6,984,000 (£9,088,000), 
a decrease of £2,104,000, or 23-2 per cent. when compared with the previous year. 


The principal variations, compared with the previous year, are set out below :—

tured, £22,000; dried fruits, £19,900; sheepskins, £19,600; calcium carbide, 
£15,500; swedes and turnips, £15,400; zinc residues, £15,200; zinc ore, 
£15,100; wolfram, £11,900; fish, £11,400; other animal substances, £9400; 
flour, £8700; tanning bark, £7800; machinery, £7300; bacon and hams, 
£6100; drapery and clothing, £6000; racquets, £6000; straw, £5800; osmir- 
idium, £5800; personal and household effects, £5700; cement, £4900; pegs, 
£4600; pigs, £4500; cattle, £4100 and tallow, £4000. 


Increases.—Furred skins, other than rabbit and hare skins, £106,700; fresh fruits, 
£100,900; ores, other, £19,900; butter, £11,000; sheep, £8400; barley, £8300; 
peas, unprepared, £6900; ale and beer, £5600 and oatmeal, £2000. 


Gold specie represents the largest single decrease in exports for the year 1930-31. 
As explained above, the reduction was the result of unusually large shipments of gold 
during the previous year in connection with the Australian exchange difficulty. 


Although the volume of potato shipments was more than 3000 tons greater than 
the previous year, the values were less by £262,547, the average price receding from 
£10 1s. per ton in 1929-30 to £5 4s. in 1930-31. 


The value of zinc declined by £252,482, despite an increased export of 8950 tons. 
Average values per ton dropped from £24 6s. in 1929-30 to £16 in 1930-31. 


The trade in timber declined heavily during the year, the shipments of sawn tim- 
ber falling from 24,000,000 super. feet in 1929-30 to 9,000,000 super. feet in 1930-31, 
with a corresponding decrease in values from £340,000 to £113,000. 


Wool shipments were slightly higher than in 1929-30, but depressed prices reduced 
the values obtained by £175,800. Woollen and worsted manufactures were also lower 
by £84,379. 
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Taking food and foodstuffs as a class, the exports declined by £537,000, or from 
£3,194,700 in 1929-30 to £2,657,600 in 1930-31. The principal items responsible were :— 
Potatoes, jams and jellies, pulped fruits, oats, hay and chaff, preserved fruits and dried 
fruits. These decreases were offset to some extent by advances in the values of fresh 


fruits, butter, barley, peas (unprepared) and oatmeal. 


Of the limited number of items recording increases during the year the largest 
improvement was shown in furred skins, other than rabbit and hare skins (mainly 
opossum), owing to an extension, during 1930-31, of the open season for the taking of 
these skins. 

Fruitgrowers had better prices and favourable oversea exchange conditions for 
the 1980-31 crop. Although the quantities exported were 30,000 bushels less than the 
previous year, the improved prices resulted in a net increase of about £101,000. 


During the year there was an extension of the dairying industry, and, favoured 
with an excellent season, the production of butter was the highest recorded, the ship- 
ments rising from 33,743 cwts. in 1929-30 to 44,227 cwts. in 1930-31, while the values 
obtained increased from £301,962 to £313,000.

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AGRICULTURE AND LIVESTOCK. 


REPORT FOR 1930-31. 


CROPS in 1930-31. 


The total area under crop was 267,632 acres, an increase of about 2300 acres, or 
0-9 per cent. on the previous year, but some 14,000 acres or 5:2 per cent. less than 
the average for the past decennium. 


The season was favourable, and crops on the whole were only slightly less than those 
of the previous year. The area under cereals declined by more than 4000 acres, but 
increased acreages were sown to roots and hay with resultant larger yields. Hops 
declined in both area and production, whilst the output of fruit almost equalled the 
heavy yield of the previous season. Prices were extraordinarily low throughout the 
year, causing farm values of produce to recede from £2,178,000 in 1929-30 to £1,896,000 
in 1930-31. The recession would have been much greater only the monetary returns 
from apples, owing to more favourable prices, exceeded those of the previous year by 
£306,000. 


WHEAT. 


The area sown to wheat increased during 1930-31 by 2300 acres to 19,107 acres, 
but the latter figure was nearly 3000 acres less than the average for the previous ten 
years. The average yield was slightly under normal, and the production amounted to 
391,490 bushels compared with 408,849 bushels last year, and 481,958 bushels the mean 
for the decade. 


BARLEY. 


Barley declined in area by 743 acres during the year. The total area sown was 
6192 acres, which yielded 168,625 bushels, of which 152,565 bushels were English barley. 
The average yield of the English variety was 27-3 bushels compared with 23-8 bushels 
last year. 


OATS AND Hay. 


In both of the main varieties of oats decreases in acreage occurred during the 
season, the total decline amounting to 3142 acres. Average yields of the white variety 
were much less than the previous year, and the output was 492,860 bushels, or 125,370 
bushels less than last year’s output. Algerians on the other hand yielded better than 
in 1929-30, and despite a reduced acreage the yield of 559,908 bushels exceeded that of 
last year by 3000 bushels. The total harvest of 1,052,768 bushels compares with 
1,175,041 bushels in 1929-30 and 1,293,695 bushels, the average for the previous ten 
seasons. Figures for hay were in excess of those of last year, both in acreage and 
yield. 


PEAS. 


The acreage of peas was less by 2600 acres than for the previous year, owing to the 
decline in the blue variety. The season was favourable, and more than 21 bushels per 
acre were thrashed. The total production was 453,000 bushels against 494,000 bushels 
in 1929-30, and an average of 401,000 bushels during the past decade. 


POTATOES. 


The acreage under potatoes increased by 3507 acres to 37,229 acres, which figure 
was more than 1300 acres in excess of the average for the previous decennium. The 
yield per acre, viz., 2°56 tons, was lower than last year, but the larger acreage yielded 
a greater return, and the output of 95,289 tons was just a little less than the decennial 
average. Prices fell during the year, and the returns from this crop, valued at the 
farm, dropped from £548,610 in 1929-30 to £347,410 in 1930-81. 


HOPS. 


The area under hops was further reduced. This crop has consistently declined in 
acreage during recent years, and since 1922-23 more than one-third of the hopfields have 
gone out of cultivation. 
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APPLES. 


Apple growers experienced a successful season in 1930-31. There was a slight 
increase in acreage planted, and the yield was only 150,000 bushels less than the large 
crop of the previous year. Oversea exports benefited ‘mater ially from the favourable 
exchange conditions, and the total value of the crop at port of shipment amounted to 
£950,000, or nearly £300,000 more than the returns from the heavier crop of 1929-30.

HORSES. 


The decrease in the number of horses was about 1600, bringing the total to 32,700, 
compared with 34,336 in 1929 and 39,117 in 1920. 


CATTLE. 


Cattle increased by 15,611 during the year, and the number now depastured, viz., 
230,254, is more that 8000 greater than the highest number previously recorded. Dairy 
cattle have increased by 10,000 during the last three years, and now total 76,825. 


SHEEP. 


The number of sheep increased by more than 28,000 to 2,119,606, distributed as fol- 
s, 41 per cent.; lambs, 25 per cent.; and other sheep, 34 per cent. Sheep 
have consistently increased during each of the last five years, the gain for the period 
amounting to 312,000. 


Pics. 


The number of pigs increased by 1667 to 54,556, the highest number enumerated 
since 1917-18.

AREA, YIELD, AND VALUE OF CROPS, &c., 1930-31. 


The following table gives the separate values of the chief agricultural and pastoral products, both 
the gross values at city prices and the farm values obtained by deducting cost of freight, bags, &c. 
The separate items cannot be added to give a total value of production. See page 8. Some further 
deductions for selling commission, &c., have still to be made to obtain strict “farm values,’ but these 
will not greatly affect the values given. 


AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE.

(APPROXIMATE. ) 


The following table gives an estimate of the quantities and values of net agricultural and pastoral 
production for the past five years. The quantities given are the quantities marketed together 
with an allowance for consumption by the producers and their families. The values differ from the “ farm 
values of individual products given on the preceding page, chiefly by deduction of hay and other forage used 
on the farm in order to obtain other products which are marketed. A general deduction is made for expendi- 
ture on fertilisers, spray material, sheep-dip, &c. A further deduction should be made for cost of upkeep of 
buildings, fences and implements and for depreciation, but sufficient data are not yet available to make a 
satisfactory estimate of these costs. 


Unlike the values on the previous page, these values can be added together without duplication. But only 
the final total for all agricultural and pastoral production together has real significance, because agricultural 
products consumed on the farm (and therefore not counted here) are used to produce the marketed stock, 


milk, and wool, which are here given their full farm values; i.e., the agricultural and pastoral industries are 
inseparable.

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MANUFACTURING PRODUCTION: TASMANIA. 


Report for 1930-31. 
(Figures in parentheses are those for corresponding periods of 1929-30.) 


For statistical purposes in Australia a factory is an establishment engaged in 
secondary production, which uses power or employs more than three persons. Certain 
industries, however, such as construction works (buildings, wharves, bridges, and roads), 
threshing and slaughtering have never been included in the Commonwealth schedule of 
manufacturing industries. For the year ending 30th June, 1931, by resolution of the 
Conference of Statisticians, 1930, a new classification of industries has been adopted, and 
comparison of figures between classes has to be used guardedly, as the classes compared 
may not now be identically the same as in previous years. 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. 


For the year 1930-31, 805 establishments furnished returns, as compared with 845 
establishments for the preceding year. The biggest decrease was in sawmills with 174, 
compared with 193 in 1929-30. Tailoring establishments declined from 52 to 42, while 
there were smaller decreases in joinery, and in butter, cheese, and preserved milk 
factories. 


HANDS EMPLOYED. 


The number of employees on an average for the whole year, 8829, was much lower 
than the number (10,820) for 1929-30, but, in view of the times through which we are - 
passing, this state of affairs was not unexpected. There was a slightly higher pro- 
portionate decrease in male workers 6922 (8547) compared with female workers 1907 
(2273). Expressed as percentages, the falling-off in male employees was 19 per cent. 
and in females 16 per cent. These results were slightly better than for the Common- 
wealth as a whole, which showed a drop of 20 per cent. in the number of males and 
17 per cent. in females. The classes showing the greatest decreases were sawmills, 601 
(971) males; rubber, 97 (209) males; joinery, 153 (248) males; cycle and motor works, 
346 (456) males; tailoring, 116 (154) males and 239 (297) females; bread, biscuits, and 
confectionery, 530 (602) males and 196 (275) females; cabinet and furniture making, 
245 (322) males; and printing and binding, including newspapers, 550 (484) males ; 
whilst nearly all other classes showed smaller decreases. 


The following table shows the proporti ms of factories of varying sizes, as measured 
by the number of hands employed.

The proportion of large to small establishments has not altered very much in the 
year under review, except that the proportion of establishments employing up to 20 
hands has increased slightly, whilst those employing from 51 to 100 hands has dropped 
by a corresponding amount. With an average of 305 (309) hands per establishment 
employing over 100 hands, Tasmania showed a small decrease over last year, but the 
average was much greater than Australia as a whole, with an average of 272 (278). 
For all factories, the average employed in Tasmania was 12:9 (14:5) hands, compared 
with Australia, 18-5 (19-7) hands. 
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OUTPUT AND PRODUCTION, 


The consideration of the activities of various industries requires differentiation 
between “value of output” or the gross value of goods delivered from the factory, 
and “value of production,” which is the value added to raw materials used in the fac. 
tory in the process of manufacture. To obtain the actual value of the wealth produced 
by factory processes the costs of manufacture must be as far as possible deducted from 
the value of output. Such costs are the value of raw materials used; wrappers and 
containers, the cost of fuel, power, water, and other stores; tools replaced and repairs 
to plant; and depreciation. Wages, in relation to industry as a whole, are reckoned, not 
as a cost of manufacture, but as the share of the value of production accruing to labour 
from its co-operation with capital. At present, also, no deduction is made for deprecia- 
tion owing to the impossibility of getting figures completely accurate and consistent.

As an indication of the activities of the factories of the State, the most important 
feature of the table is the “net production,” which represents the amount of wealth 
produced by factory processes in transforming the raw materials operated on. For some 
years past these transforming services have been valued at about £3,500,000, but, for 
the year 1930-31, the net product fell by about 21 per cent. to £2,807,000. The value 
of raw materials—because of the greater fall in the prices of primary products than 
in the prices of finished goods—declined by nearly 40 per cent., so that instead of 
representing nearly 50 per cent. of the total output, as in recent years, they represented 
only 40 per cent. of the total output for 1930-31. The net production per £100 of 
labour cost, or, inversely, the labour cost per cent. of net production was the same for 
1930-31 as the average for the preceding four years. The amount of salaries and wages 
paid during the year was less than in the previous year by 23:5 per cent., having fallen 
from £2,154,058 to £1,645,108.

Of the classes enumerated above, woollen mills are the only ones showing an 
increase in value of production, with a figure of £293,365 (£287,945). All other classes 
decreased, with sawmills and jam-works showing the greatest relative falls. 


CosT OF MANUFACTURE. 


As mentioned before, the cost of raw materials used decreased to an aggregate for 
all industries of £2,462,764 (£4,012,745).' The decrease was general in all classes, with 
the following showing the greatest change:—Metal extraction, £518,425 (£1,133,294), 
woollen mills, £235,482 (£482,351), jam-works, £140,117 (£267,676), and sawmills, 
£90,152 (£193,518). Other costs of manufacture, excluding depreciation, with a total of 
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£845,306 (£985,482), have decreased slightly, but not in proportion to raw materials. Jam- 
works, £69,482 (£93,790), decreased ; considerably, but approximately £20,000 of this 
was due to decreased use of containers, &c. There was no marked change in any of 
the other main classes. 


LABOUR COSTS. 


The average amount of wages per annum, for all workers, including working pro- 
prietors, £214 (£227) for males and £85 (£93) for females, showed a decrease, com- 
pared with 1929-30, of £13 per annum in the case of males and £8 per annum in the 
case of females. The wage for “all other workers,” which does not include working 
proprietors, managers, overseers, accountants, or clerks, was £192 (£208) per annum 
for males and £78 (£87) for females, a decrease of $16 and £9 per annum respectively. 
The average wage per annum for all workers, male and female, was £186, compared 
with £199 in 1929-30. 


FIXED CAPITAL INVESTED. 


The total fixed capital invested was £9,182,000 (£9,944,000), and here again the 
results of the depression have made themselves apparent. Up to 1929-30 there had 
been a comparatively steady increase in capital investments, but the closing of so many 
establishments has caused an adverse figure for the year under review. Capital invested 
in land and buildings dropped to £2,739,000 (£2,997,000), whilst capital invested in plant 
and machinery in use fell to £6,443,000 (£6,947,000). Chief decreases in land and 
buildings were noticed in metal extraction, £353,000 (£501,000), and joinery, £97,000 
(£118,000) ; and those in plant and machinery in metal extraction, £1,117,000 
(£1,462,000), and sawmills, $160,000 (£192,000). : 


POWER USED. 


The aggregate horse-power used in all industries in Tasmania during 1930-31 was 
140,354 (142,528), but this includes 56,883 (57,390) horse-power duplicated by the 
inclusion of electric: power generated by other forces. The net horse-power used was 
therefore 83,471 (85,138).

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN FOR THE YEAR 19380. 


Hobart, 8th March, 1932. 


SIR, 

In accordance with Section 10 of the Friendly 
Societies Act, 1888, I have the honour to make 
the following report with respect to the year 1930. 


Note.—Figures in parentheses refer to the previous 
year—1929, 


Returns and Information. 


District secretaries and secretaries of the larger 
lodges, together with all other persons who 
applied for them, were supplied with copies of 
the printed report and tables for 1929, showing 
the strength, progress, and financial position of 
the societies. 

As is usual with the collection of the annual 
returns, a few lodges were unnecessarily dilatory 
in forwarding returns, and the compilation of the 
statistics was unduly delayed on this account. As 
I have pointed out previously, the returns from 
some lodges—the number seems to be increas- 
ing—are far from satisfactory, and I cannot 
emphasise the fact too strongly that if the returns 
are badly prepared it follows as a natural con- 
comitant that the administration of the lodge con- 
cerned is not all that it should be. I appreciate 
the fact that a great deal of work in the lodges 
is done in an honorary capacity and allowances 
have to be made on this account, but the appli- 
cation of my recommendations of previous years, 
particularly with regard to a satisfactory system 
of audit by professional auditors, would tend to 
strengthen considerably the administrative side 
of lodge work. 


Societies. 


Of the 20 distinct societies registered under the 
Friendly Societies Act, 1888, and carrying on 
business in Tasmania during 1930, seven were 
“special societies.” These ‘“ special societies ” 
comprise the staff of a particular firm or insti- 
tution or the residents of one locality, and have 
no branch lodges. They have a total benefit mem- 


bership of 2760 (2886), representing 10-2 (10-6) 
per cent. of the benefit membership of all societies. 
For the same period there were 13 (13) ordinary 
societies operating, with 156 (159) branches for 
males, 22 (21) for females, and 8 (7) for juve- 
niles. The total number of branches, including 
special societies in 1930 was 193, compared 
with a total of 194 in 1929 and 186 in 1928. 


Membership. 


Although the total membership for 1930 in all 
societies was 27,155, or only five below the record 
figure of 1929, the membership position was not 
as favourable as the figures would indicate. Male 
“ordinary ” societies, with 22,262 (22,242) mem- 
bers, increased by 20 members, but “ special ” 
societies, with a total membership of 2760 (2886), 
decreased by 126 members. In view of the fact, 
as stated above, that most of the special societies 
consist of members of firms or institutions who 
forfeit their membership on losing employment, 
this result was to be expected, in view of the 
business depression through which we are pas- 
sing. Membership in female societies declined 
from 1756 in 1929 to 1740 in 1930, but juvenile 
lodges, with one new lodge, showed a big increase 
of 117 members, their total now standing at 393 
(276) members. As the new lodge was respon- 
sible for 133 members, there was a decline in 
the membership of the old lodges. 

For the past two years I have drawn attention 
to the serious increase in the average age of mem- 
bers, and for 1930 the average age of male mem- 
bers was again higher at 40-5 years, compared 
with 40-3 years in 1929 and 37-0 years in 1920. As 
I have previously stated, the larger “ special ” 
societies do not specify the ages of their mem- 
bers, and it may be assumed that these would have 
some modifying effect on the average age, as their 
members would be drawn largely from the 
younger age groups. The following table, which 
confines attention to the male members of ordin- 
ary adult societies, shows the position very 
clearly :—

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The first group (16-19 years) may be regarded 
as the most desirable group for initiation of new 
members, and it will be seen that in this group 
there has been a serious reduction in 1929 
and 1930 in both numbers and percentage of 
total members compared with 1920. The second 
group (20-29 years) may be termed the migrat- 
ing group, for it is from here that members were 
drawn during the years of adverse migration 
from Tasmania around 1926, and thus contri- 
buted in part to the present position of this group. 
Without going too deeply into the question, I 
think the higher average age may be ascribed 
primarily to the lack of initiation in the younger 
age groups. Other contributing causes are the 
general increased migration and the fact that the 
losses from the migrating group around the year 
1926 have meant that the 30-49 age group has 
not received as many members as it has passed 
on to the older age group. The figures in the right- 
hand column of the above table show the distri- 
bution of the 19830 membership which would be 
necessary to preserve the age composition as it 
was in 1920. The fact that there are 2000 mem- 
bers over 50 years of age more than there should 
be on the 1920 standard must impress upon the 
societies the increasing urgency of their sick and 
funeral liabilities. 

In view of the financial position of many of 
the societies which was shown by the last actu- 
arial investigation, it is eminently desirable that 
something should be done to improve the situa- 
tion. The natural course would be to strengthen 
the societies’ by the entrance of young mem- 
bers. There can be little inducement, however, 
for young members to join these societies until 
satisfactory evidence of solvency can be submitted 
to them. In this connection it is gratifying to 
hear that some societies are contemplating an 
early actuarial examination of their affairs. It 
is to be hoped that such a course will be generally 
adopted, because there can be little doubt but that 
the societies which have the courage to submit 
their affairs to critical examination will inspire 
a confidence among prospective members which 
may not be given to societies which avoid the 
test. Whilst on this question it might be as well 
to consider the effects which the present depres- 
sion will tend to have on societies, particularly 
with regard to the age composition. Unemploy- 
ment is greater now probably than at any other 
time in the history of Tasmania, and may affect 
lodges in two ways. Firstly, it is likely to reduce 
initiations of the desirable age, and secondly, it 
is causing younger members to become in arrears, 
and ultimately to forfeit their membership, 
because, as a general rule, the incidence of unem- 
ployment is more severe in the younger ages. The 
question then arises as to what the lodges shall 
do in this regard. To the callous-minded the 
opportunity arises to get rid of these members who 
may have been paying contributions regularly 
for years, but, because of their virility, have 
possibly drawn little in return. Such a course 
would mean that societies would be ridding them- 
selves of future liabilities at the expense of these 
loyal supporters who, through causes beyond their 
control, have had had to cease membership. 
Happily, however, action has been in another 
direction. Some societies have distress funds, 
which they are using now to help their less for- 
tunate members retain their claims, in some 


degree at least, whilst other societies are doing 
good work by means of voluntary contributions. 

For female societies the average age was 30°2 
(29-8) years, and this increase may also be due to 
the same causes as given for male societies. 

There were 1634 (1332) members of all lodges 
(male, female, and juvenile) unfinancial at the 
end of 1930, representing 6:0 (4:9) per cent. e 
all benefit members. This very high rate is 
sure indication of the times through which we 
are passing. For the same period there was a 
correspondingly high rate for departures by 
arrears at 46:9 (41-9) for male ordinary societies 
and 124-2 (92-3) for female societies, both rates 
being per 1000 financial members. 


Sickness and Mortality. 


For the year 1930 the sickness experienced in 
male societies presented rather unusual features 
in that while the number of cases, 4502 (49380), 
was well below that of the previous year, and was 
only slightly higher than the ten-yearly average 
of 4420 cases, the total duration of sickness was 
the highest yet recorded, namely 293,849 
(284,983) days, which compares very unfavour- 
ably with the decennial average of 238,872 days. 
The duration of sickness per case was 65:3 (57:8) 
days, compared with an average of 54-0 days per 
case during the ten-year period ending 1930. 

Though in 1930 the number of cases of sickness, 
267 (276) in female societies was lower than in 
1929, the figure was still very high, as was the 
total duration of sickness 16,450 (16,185) days. 
The average for the ten years ending 1930 was 
211 cases, with a duration of 11,882 days. The 
average duration per case was very high at 61:6 
(58:6) days, as compared with 56-3 days per case 
over the ten year period. 

For males, the longer average duration of sick- 
ness might have been due in some measure to the 
higher death rate and the attendant antecedent 
sickness, but as no similar reason can be offered 
for females it is probably another symptom of 
low earning capacity and a consequent inclination 
to stay on the sick list as long as possible. 

There were 230 (221) deaths during 1930, made 
up of 221 (209) males, 7 (11) females, and 2 
(1) juveniles. The male death rate was 9:4 (8:7) 
per thousand financial members, and _ slightly 
higher than last year, while the female death rate 
per thousand financial members, at 4:3 (6:7), was 
much lower than usual. 

During the year 114 (122) registered wives 
died, on whose account £1621 (£1703) was paid 
in funeral donations. 


Funds. 


While net receipts in 19380, at £126,745 
(£123,964), showed an increase of about £3000 
over 1929, expenditure increased by about the 
same amount to £109,588 (£106,915), leaving a 
surplus of £17,157, or 15-7 per cent. of expendi- 
ture, compared with £17,049, or 15-9 per cent. of 
expenditure in 1929. While this result is not 
following the precedent of increasing surpluses 
set in previous years, it must be remembered that 
Friendly Societies are now going through what 
is probably one of the most difficult times in their 
history, and increasing surpluses cannot be looked 
for under the circumstances. Nevertheless the 
figure is higher than the average rate for the 
five year period, 1926-80, of 15:3 per cent. of 
expenditure. 
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The accumulated funds, excluding dispensary 
stocks, stood at £421,175 (£405,063) at the end 
of 1930, which represents an increase of £16,812, 
or 4 per cent. Of this total, £405,657 (£387,820) 
was invested in income-producing assets, whilst 
the remainder, £16,218 (£17,243), was held as 
cash or was lying uninvested. At £16 10s. 7d. per 
financial member, funds increased by 16s, 11d. per 
financial member compared with 1929, and were 
greater-than the high figures of £16 6s. 2d. in 
1928 by 4s. 5d. per financial member. 


Receipts. 


The total net receipts of £126,745 (£123,964) 
were made up of contributions and levies £90,602 
(£88,048), or £3 11s. (£3 8s. 2d.) per financial 
member; entrance fees, £406 (£523); interest, 
dividends, &c., £22,070 (£20,645) or 17s. 3d. 
(16s.) per financial member; and other income, 
£13,667 (£14,748). The average rate of interest 
earned was 5:2 (5:1) per cent., and this should 
be regarded as a very satisfactory return. 


Expenditure. 


The total net expenditure for 1930 was £109,588 
(£106,915), or £4 5s. 11d. (£4 2s. 9d.) per finan- 
cial member. Medical attendance and medicines 
accounted for £29,674 (£29,238) of this total, the 
net rate per financial member being £1 3s. 4d. 
(£1 2s. 8d.). 


The record figure of £83,192 in 1929 was 
exceeded in this year, when £34,243 was disbursed 
in sick pay, and the rate per financial member 
was correspondingly higher at £1 6s. 10d. in 1930, 
compared with £1 5s. 8d. in 1929. 

As mortality was slightly higher than in the 
previous year so also were funeral donations, 
which were recorded at £18,001 (£17,788), or 14s. 
1d. (18s. 9d.) per financial member. 

Still another record figure has been set for 
administration expenses, with the very high total 
of £19,672 (£19,083). This works out at 15s. 5d. 
(14s. 9d.) per financial member, and, as I have 
pointed out previously, should be given serious 
consideration by societies. This item of expendi- 
ture is the one which societies can control, and 
some saving will have to be effected or else the 
rate of contribution to the Management Funds 
increased, and I am sure that no society will view 
that project with favour at the present time. 

Of the whole expenditure, medical expenses 
represented 27 (27) per cent.; sick pay, 31 (31) 
per cent.; funeral benefits, 17 (17) per cent.; 
administration, 18 (18) per cent.; and extra bene- 
fits and miscellaneous expenditure 7 (7) per cent.
